WHEREAS, Exbcutive Order No. 96-30 declared a state of emergency for 
emergency procuremeht, emergency expenses, and exemption from prohibition on 
overtime compensatior for the Department of Agriculture after Typhoon Dale, a 
storm about 1,200 �niles in diameter and containing sustained winds of 
approximately 105 mph with gusts to 125 mph, which passed near Guam on 
November 8, 1996; and I 

I 
WHEREAS, a v;aluation has been completed of damage to local farmers, and 

compensation is now arailable to distribute to the farmers; however, the time period 
for expenditures under 1Executive Order No. 96-30 has expired; and 

I 
WHEREAS, although overtime was allowed under Executive Order No. 96-30 

for those persons who 1'worked overtime during and after the Typhoon, yet no funds 
were yet disbursed to those who were authorized overtime; however, Executive 
Order No. 96-30 has ex�ired; and 

I 
WHEREAS, it ls necesssary to execute another emergency Executive Order to 

now disburse the funrs that are available for the emergency which occured in 
November, 1996;

NOW, THEREF<i>RE, I, CARL T. C. GUTIERREZ, Governor of Guam, by virtue 

of the authority vested jin me by the Organic Act of Guam, as amended, and the laws 
of Guam, do hereby or�er the following: 

I 
1) Declarati<jn of state of emergency. Whereas the Governor established a 

state of emergency on q:;uam by declaring Typhoon Condition I on November 7, 1996, 
and although Typhoon ! Condition IV is reestablished, a state of emergency continues 
relative to disbursing t�e payments available to the farmers for the damage from this 
typhoon. I · 

2) Emergenc� procurement and emergency expenses. Pursuant to §5215 of 
Title 5, Guam Code A�notated, authorizing emergency procurement upon executive 
order, and pursuant to/ §22402 of Title 5, Guam Code Annotated authorizing the 
Governor to utilize uip to Two Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($250,000) o f  
outstanding appropriations within the General Fund for expenses caused by civil 
defense, public safety br health emergencies, the Director of the Bureau of Budget 
and Management Re�earch is authorized to transfer to the Department of 
Agriculture an amount not to exceed Two Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($250,000) from outsta�ding appropriations within the General Fund for immediate 
procurement by the �epartment of Agriculture to provide goods and services 
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I 

relative to those affetted by damage from Typhoon Dale, for Compensation to 
Farmers for Crop Damages as provided for §§12450 through 12452 of the 
Government Code and Sections 1, 2, and 3 of Public Law 20-84 and the rules and 
regulations contained ! in Public Law 22-64, and for placement into the Farmers' 
Small Loan Revolving Fund. 

I 
3) Further �uthorization for emergency procurement unnecessary. The 

authorization for the \certification, approval, and expenditure of necessary funds 
pursuant to §5215 of T�tle 5, Guam Code Annotated and §22402 of Title 5, Guam Code 
Annotated, shall be t�s Executive Order, subject only to the exhaustion of identified 
funds. Any funds not �o expended shall revert to the General Fund. 

4) Purpose i1of emergency procurement and expenditure of funds. 
Emergency procurement may be used for procurement of any goods and services 
provided by the Depar1tment of Agriculture in the provision of goods and services of 
the Department to the People of Guam during and after the passage of Typhoon Dale 
on November 7-9, 199�, and continuing for Thirty (30) days after the date of this 
Executive Order as proyided in §5215 of Title 5, Guam Code Annotated.

5) Exemption from overtime prohibition of Executive Order No. 95-11. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of Executive Order No. 95-11, all employees of the 
Department of Agrict\.Iture who work overtime hours from November 7, 1996 
through November 15,1 1996 are authorized to receive overtime pay, whether or not 
their positions are sup�rvisory in nature, or are listed or not listed in the attachment 
to Executive Order No� 95-11. Overtime hours shall be as authorized by the Director 
of the Department of A[griculture.
